The senate finance 
com m ittee planned to finish late 
to n ig h t its three weeks’ work on 
the meaaure passed by the house. 
The new bill, aa finally passed, will 
probably provide for a 40 per cent 
maximum surtax Instead of 44 per 
cent a* the house bill stood. 
A tentative agreement for this re­ 
vision haa been reached between pro­ 
gressives and democrat* who control 
the senate. 
The committee bill embodies the 
Mellon rate, but even the most opti­ 
mistic republican members 
of 
the 
committee hive no hope that these 
will survive the senate in any essen­ 
tial detail. 
Democrat* who strike out the Mel­ 
lon rate in committee can re-write 
the bill before night if they wish. 
The Mellon rate was adopted during 
the absence of Senator* LaPolletta 
and McCormick, republicans, by a 
vote of 8 to 7. 
McCormick and La- 
Follette are against the Mellon plan, 
but neither would compromise 
on 
any suh*titute plan. 
With the aid of McCormick, u*e of 
a proxy for LaFollette, the Mellon 
rate* could he killed, but this would 
raise a question of what rates should 
he substituted, resulting in a long 
fight, so the democrat* have decided 
to let matters rest until the bill la 
reported out Monday. 
The hill, aa It stands now, is $47,- 
000,000 short of raising the neces­ 
sary revenue, according to Chairman 
Hmoot. 
It also contains a number of 
taxes like those adopted last night on 
telegraph and telephone messages— 
which probably will he stricken out 
on the floor, thus necessitating the 
writing of the new hill to balance 
government receipts 
and 
expendi­ 
ture*.

PROGRESSIVES AND DEMOCRATS 
AGREE ON THIS REVI­ 
SION 


(By United Press) 
Washington, April 5.—A nepv 
tax bill—the one that finally 
will become the law—will be 
written next week on the floor of 
the senate. 
The senate finance 
committee planned to finish late 
tonight its three weeks' work on 
the measure passed by the house. 


The new bill, as finally passed, will 
probably provide for a 40 per cent 
maximum surtax Instead of 44 per 
cent as the house bill stood. 


A ten tative agreement for this re­ 
vision has been reached between pro­ 
gressives and democrats who control 
the senate. 


The com m ittee bill embodies the 
Mellon rate, but even the most opti­ 
m istic republican members 
of 
the 
com m ittee have no hope that these 
w ill survive the senate in any essen­ 
tial detail. 


Democrats who strike out the Mel­ 
lon rate in com m ittee can re-write 
the bill before night if they wish. 
The Mellon rate was adopted during 
the absehce of Senators LaPoltette 
and McCormick, republicans, by a 
vote of 8 to 7. 
McCormick and La- 
FolJette are against the Mellon plan, 
but neither would compromise 
on 
any substitute plan. 


W ith the aid of McCormick, use of 
a proxy for LaFollette, the Mellon 
rates could be killed, but this would 
raise a question of what rates should 
be substituted, resulting in a long 
fight, so the democrats have decided 
to let m atters rest until the bill la 
reported out Monday. 


The bill, as it stands now, is $47,- 
000,000 short of raising the neces­ 
sary revenue, according to Chairman 
Hmoot.

A contract just closed by the cooperative creameries 
of Minnesota assures such butter in the larder of the United 
States navy. 
The contract made provides that 480,000 pounds 
is to be furnished. 
The aw ard covers 300,000 pounds for the yards at Norfolk, 
Va., and 180,000 pounds for those at San Francisco. 
The butter 
will be packed at the St. Paul headquarters of the association in 
5-pound tins during April and May. 
Upon receiving the same, 
the government will place it in cold storage until needed. 
The fact that the butter is of uniform grade and quality and 
can be supplied when needed, brought the association IO cents a 
pound above the New York E xtra market. 
The contract means much to the Minnesota Cooperative 
Creameries association. 
As stated by Ft. F. «Meyer, sale manager, 
it shows that expert buyers now realize the association is able to 
supply the highest quality in large amounts and can guarantee the 
grade at all times. 
The Brainerd Cooperative creamery, the farmers* association, 
located at 315 South Broadway, is a member of the Minnesota 
Cooperative -Creameries association and is shipping BO tubs of 
sweet cream butter per week to St. Paul headquarters. 
Thirty 
tubs of other butte!*, not sweet cream, are being shipped weekly 
to Eastern points. A tub of butter holds 64 pounds.

When the list was compiled, late hist year, of th e live c h a m p io n s win 
w e re hooked to lose th eir titles iii 1924, Lynch was not listed th ro u g h any 
doubt that lie could m ake the weight.
